TREATY OF WINDSOR 

Proceeding, the witness said that the 
Treaty of Windsor extended Henry's overlor:l- 
ship to Connacht, but it also admitted that 
Rory, King of Connacht, was the overlord 
of the Irish kingdoms which had already sub- 
mitted to Henry. - It provided that Rory’s 
overlordship was itself subject to the superior 
lordship of Henry. He did not think that 
this instrument, which had been referred to 
by Professor Binchy as “ the so-called Treaty 
of Windsor,” could be considered merely as 
a privilege. 

Witness said that the evidence regarding 
a grant to FitzAudelyn in 11 was 
exceedingly limited. There was evidence 
that William de Burgho came to Ireland 
with Prince John in 1185. There was 
no evidence that Henry the Second made 
any grant to William de Burgho. who 
was not then an important person. He did 
not appear in the list of John’s prominent 
advisers as one would expect him to do if 
he was of the same authority as William 
FitzAudelyn, who was the King's justiciary 
in Ireland in 1177, nor was he even important 
enough to witness any of the great charters 
given by the Lord of Ireland. The fact that 
he received a relatively small concession of 
land must be taken as a good indication 
of his position among John’s followers. He 
gained strength through his alliance by mar- 
riage with the family of Donal O’Brien, King 
of Thomond. 


CONNACHT AND BREFFNI 

The. reason Breffni O'Rourke accepted 
Henry II. so readily was, said Dr. Edwards, 
because it changed him from being the head 
of a State which was in some form. of 
dependency on O'Connor into being the head 
of an independent State. Connacht still con- 
tinued to claim supremacy over Breffni, but 
he thought it was the same supremacy that 
England claimed over France until the death 
of George III. i 

Asked for his opinion, to what extent the 
Four’ Masters. could. -be relied -on,: Dr. 
Edwards said that im specific cases they did 
not give the details that one might expect, 
and undoubtedly at times they would be 
bas to take the Irish rather than the 
Norman view. “The only evidence oí the 
presence of foreigners in Connacht at the 
period referred to was the constant reference 
to mercenaries, some of whom were actual 
deserters from King John. They were not a 
large, but were an important number. The 
only territory of which thére was any evidence 
of occupation was centred around Athlone 
and part of Carberry in Sligo. 

There was evidence, from grants, that be- 
tween 1200 and 1216, the territories in 
Connacht which were in any way under the 
control of the King of England as Lord of 
Ireland ‘were exceedingly limited. The grant 
to Richard de Burgho in 1227 was that on 
which was based the conquest of Connacht 
that took place between 1 and 1237 and 
which was the first effective occupation of 
Corinacht by the Anglo-Normans. It was not 
the grant on which the de Burgho title was 
based, for the reason that the lands concerned 
were taken from de Burgho m 1234.

CASE STRUCK OUT

MAY GO TO SUPREME 
COURT 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE SULLIVAN AND 
MR. JUSTICE O'BYRNE.) 


In an appeal in a case of McGrath v. Walsh 
from the Circuit Court Judge in Tipperary, 

Mr, J. J. Walsh (instructed by Mr. James 
F. D'Arcy, Tipperary ), who appeared for the 
defendant and appellant, applied for an order 
directing that the case, shih had been struck 
out, be reinstated in the list for hearing. It 
was, he said, in the list for hearing on the 
27th February last, and in his absence, and 
the appellant not being represented, the case 
was struck out with. costs. 

Counsel moved on the affidavit of Mr. 
D'Arcy, who stated that counsel had been 
duly briefed for the case. Mr. D'Arcy set 
out in detail the explanation of counsel. This 
stated that Mr. Walsh went to Kilkenny 
Circuit’ Court, having first satisfied himself 
that that case, and others in which he was 
interested, would not be reached during his 
absence. When he saw by the morning news- 
papers that the cases in front of those in 
which he was briefed had gone out of the Jaw 
list he left for Dublin by motor car. A 
burst tyre delayed him for more than an 
hour and a-half, and he did not reach the 
Four Courts until after 1 p.m., when he found 
that the cases had been struck out with costs. 
The affidavit prayed that the case in which 
the application was now being madé might 
be reinstated for hearing, 

Mr. Walsh added that although there were 
four cases struek out in these circumstances 
he was only applying to have two reinstated. 

Mr. Justice Sullivan ‘said that there was an 
appearance for the respondent when the case 
was called, and the order was that the appeal 
be dismissed with costs. He did not think 
that they had power to go back and put it in 
the list again. 

Mr. Esmonde (instructed by Mr. N. F. 
Maher), for the respondent, said that his in- 
structions were to oppose the application. 

Mr. Walsh said that he could not go to the 
Supreme Court on the question of the power 
of the High Court to reinstate the case unless 
he got their permission. 

Mr. Justice Sullivan said that the Court 
would refuse to reinstate the case, and that 
counsel might go to the Supreme Court if he 
wanted to carry the matter further. 

A similar order was made in an appeal in 
a case of Byrne v. Reddy.

Judgment was delivered in the motions on 
behalf of the defendants, for orders for 
security for costs in the case of Mrs, Emily 
P. Julian, of 841 Howe street, Vanvouver. 
British Columbia, against Mrs. Mary P. 
{oodbody, of Montebello, Killiney, and 
Manning D. Robertson and Mrs. Nora K. 
Robertson, 10 Raglan road, Dublin, in re- 
lation to the estate of the late John Julian, 
Frankfort, Dundrum. i 

The plaintiff, it had been stated, claimed 
a share in the estate as the widow of a son 
by the first marriage of the late John Julian. 
and the defendants opposed her claim an 
submitted that the case was one in which 
the plaintiff should give security for the 
costs of the action. 

The applications. were opposed on behalf 
of the plaintiff, it being submitted by her 
counsel that an order for security for costs 
shonld not be made where the plaintiff, as 
in the present case, sued in a representative 
capacity that the defendants, or one of them, 
had the money, the subject matter of the 
action; and that no merits had been shown 
for the applications. 

Mr. Justice Johnston, in his judgment, 
said that it had been decided by the Master 
of the Rolls in the case of Wheelan v. 
Irwin (1909 First Irish Reports) that the 
Court had power to order that a plaintiff 
should give security for costs, whether he 
was suing for himself or in his representa- 
tivé capacity. Here, it was oe pe 
from the affidavit that had been filed on 
hehalf of one of the defendants and from 
the allegations in the defence that had been 
pat in on the part of the other, that there 
was a case to be tried here, and that the 
defendants would be able to show that they 
had a good defence to the action. In the 
circumstances, he made an order in each ap- 
plication that the plaintiff should give 
security, which he fixed at £75, for the costs 
of the action.

OPENING BY THE LORD

Cabra play centre—the largest of Dublin's 
three play centres—was opened yesterday 
afternoon, formally by the Lord Mayor and 
informally by the children of the district. 

It occupies two acres at the Faussagh road 
section of the new housing estate. About 
half of this area has been asphalted and 
fitted with swings, see-saws and a round- 
about, with a large shelter for the children. 
The second stage of the development will be 
the making of a playing field for the older 
children on the remaining ground. 

Play-leaders, or supervisors, young women 
who have received special training, will take 
care of the children on behalf of the Civics 
Institute, who are running the play centre on 
behalf of the Dublin Corporation. 

Before the Lord Mayor made his formal 
speech he waved his arms in invitation to the 
children outside the railings, and they 
promptly rushed through the gates to “try 
out”’ their new playthings. 

After referring to the other play centres 
managed by the Civics Institute at Broad- 
stone and Hill street and the open space at 
the Foley street building, run by the Dublin 
Playgrounds Committee, Alderman Byrne 
said that the Civic Guards have reported a 
considerable decrease in juvenile mis- 
demeanours in districts in which centres are 
situated. While there was no intention to 
enforce disciplined playing on the children, 
it could be contended that some supervision 
in their sports was of advantage to the pre- 
sent and future genération. 

The city was growing and the Corporation 
would do its best to keep step with the in- 
cregsing population by providing further 
open spaces for its young. citizens. 

The Carnegie Trust has undertaken to make 
a grant of towards the new play centre 
at Cabra. This brings the total grant from 
the Trust to the Corporation for playing 
grounds up to £2,.500.-_.

“GOT NO SALARY” 


From that date up to the present, the his- 
tory of Mr. Marshall in connection with the 
company had been very unfortunate. The 
sewing machines had been put into the 
premises in Palace street, but there was no 
evidence that any real trade had been done 
there. Mr. Marshall certainly got no salary 
of any sort, and not one penny of his money 
was returned. 

The police, said Mr. Haugh, ascertained 
that Elverys never agreed to give the pro- 
posed company any backing at all. A 
definite refusal to have anvthing to do with 
the company had been received from Elvervs 
by Hargreaves. Eventually, Hargreaves left 
the country, and in January this year he 
‘was taken into custody at Southport, and 
brought back to Dublin. 

Mr. Cvril Basil Marshall gave evidence 
corroborating Counsel's statement, and said 
that he had not known Hargreaves previously, 
and had no experience of the waterproof 
trade. When he signed the draft agreement 
there were present in the room Mr. Lyons, 
Hargreaves and a Mr. Smith, solicitor, who 
drew up the agreement.

PROPOSAL TO ELVERY’S 


Mr. Frederick Elvery, one of the proprie- 
tors of Messrs. J. W. Elvery and Co., said 
that he did not know Hargreaves until he 
saw him in the District Court. He never 
had any business dealings with him. In 
April, 1932, some negotiations were carried 
on between Hargreaves and the secretary of 
Elverys, and a proposal was brought before 
certain members of the board of directors. 

Mr. J. F. Harris, secretary of Messrs. 
Elvery’s, O'Connell street, gave evidence of 
receiving a proposal from Mr. Hargreaves 
suggesting that Elvery’s should invest £250 
in a company about to be formed by him 
for the manufacture of raincoats. Witness 
brought the matter before his board, and a 
letter was ‘sent to Mr. Hargreaves saying 
that they could not see their way to facilitate 
him in the matter. 

Mr. L. Smith, solicitor, gave evidence of 
drawing up a preliminary agreement, which 
was signed by Mr, Marshall and Mr. Har- 
greaves. On October órd, 1952, Mr. Potter- 
ton, solicitor to Mr, Marshall, and he agreed 
on the agreement. 

Mr. R. Potterton, solicitor, said that on 
October 7th Mr. Marshall and Mr. Har- 
greaves instructed him to prepare a memor- 
andum and articles of agreement. On 9th 
December both signed, and the articles of 
association were submitted to the Registrar, 
who made certain alterations. On 27th 
January, 1933, witness wrote to Hargreaves 
asking him to call to re-sign the agreement, 
but he got no reply. On 8th February he 
had an interview with Mr. Marshall, as a 
result, of which he telephoned to Mr. Har- 

reaves, with whom he tried to get in touch, 
ut was told he was in “Cork. n Oth Feb- 
ruary, with Mr. Marshall, he went to see 
Mr. Hargreaves, who then made a long state- 
ment to the effect that he had a large stock 
of stuff manufactured in his office, which he 
said was locked and that the typist had the 
key of the office with her at lunch. On 
March 16th he issued a plenary summons 
against Hargreaves, but did not get it 
served. 

Mr. J. Driscoll, an Executive Officer in 
the Registrar of Companies office, produced 
a file in connection with the Hargraves, Ash- 
more Co., which was formed in August, 1932. 
There was no such company as the Castle 
Rubber Company, but proposals for such a

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THE FREE STATE MILLING INDUSTRY 


HE milling industry in the Free State 
has in recent years become so closely 
allied to the Government's agricultural 
rogramme that the Department of 
ge and Commerce recently made an 
investigation into the question of the 
supply of, and the demand for, wheaten 
meal and flour. The object of this inquiry 
was to discover the capacity of the mills 
in the twenty-six counties to meet the 
requirements of the population therein, 
and, according to the Irish Trade Journal 
of December Jast (from which the follow- 
ing facts and figures are taken), the 
Department experienced some difficulty in 
arriving at a satisfactory estimate. 

An important figure in this investiga- 
tion was that which concerned the amount 
of white flour likely to be made into bread 
by bakers and householders. 

TOTAL SUPPLIES. 


According to statistics extracted from 


| the returns made under the Agricultural 


Produce (Cereals) Acts, the su ei of 
white flour to bakers and householders in 
the years 1833-34 and 1934-35 amounted 
to 2.753.780 sacks and 2,803,500 sacks 
respectively, these totals being made up 
as follows :—

These figures refer to supplies only. If 
it be assumed that in each of the years 
to which they relate the stocks in hand 
at the beginning and end of the year were 
the same. the conclusion is reached that 


consumption im 1933-34 was 2,755,780 sacks 


| and in 1934-35 2.803.392 sacks, a difference 


of as much as 50,000 sacks. 

In the absence of more accurate data a 
therefore, be selected —sav, 
sacks—as representing the 
amount of flour that will have to be made 
available during the vear 1935-36 to meet 
the needs of bakers and householders. 

FLOUR CONTENT. 

In 1933-34 the niillers got 72.17 sacks 
of flour from each 100 barrels of wheat. 
The extraction in 1934-35 was 71.55 per 
cent. If it be assumed that in 1935-36 the 
percentage of extraction will be 71.5, 
3.902.400 barrels of wheat will have to be 
milled to produce 2,800,000 sacks of flour. 

No miller is under obligation to mill 
more than 90 per cent. of the quota 
allott®d to his mill. The total of the 
quotas allotted among millers may, there- 
fore, be made one-ninth more than the 
amount of wheat required to be milled. 
This means that the total of the quotas 
allotted should be 10/9 times 3,902,400— 
1.e., 4,536,000 barrels. 

Allowance will also have to be made for 
the fact that millets of white flour wil] 
continue to make a certain amount of 
wheaten meal. 

Assuming their production of wheaten 
meal to be 60.000 sacks per annum 
(approximately the amount produced by 
them in each of the years 1933-34 and 
1934-35) it will be necessary to allot quotas 
to the amount of 4,386,000 barrels of wheat 
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in order to get a production of 2,800,000 
sacks of white flour. 


QUOTAS. 


The quotas held by the mills now in 
production amount to 4,082,993 barrels, so 
there remains a balance of approximately) 
505,000 barrels. Of this balance 988,500 
barrels have been ear-marked for certain 
mills, and there remains for distribution 
209 500 barrels, W hich is equivalent to the 
quota of a 22/23 sack plant. 

The estimates of capacity given above 
make no provision for any amount of flow 
that may be needed for manufacture into 
biscuits. Farthermore, in considering 
these estimates it should be noted that 
they are based on as, ainptions which are, 
of course, open to question. It has been 
assumed (1) that for the current year con- 


flour by bakers and 
householders may be put at 2,800,000 
sacks; (2) that the extraction of flour 
from wheat will, for the current vear, be 
71.75 per cent.; and (3) that millers of 
white flour will continue to make wheaten 
meal to the extent of, Say, 50,000 sacks 
p r annul. 

The effect on these estimates of an in- 
crease in population is an important factor. 
Whatever this may be, it is considered 
that the practice of allotting quotas for 
any one year on the basis of consumption 
in the immediately preceding vear is a 
fairly safe The publication of the 
results of the census of population to be 
undertaken in this year will, in any event, 
throw some light on the question.

“ Ruinedy Landscape’ 


Only in Egypt and in Italy can one see, 
as in Ireland, a ' ruined landscape ”’ or 
district more highly cultivated formerly 
than at present. The use of the.plouch 
was more Widespread in Ireland before the 
famine than to-day, amd ridges can still be 
seen in land not ploughed within living 
memory.

In Belmullet the’ English 
garden spade is used, bnt old people 
remember the plough-spade or lov stil] 
used in Sligo.

A Famous Grace

“IRISH FOR ALL * 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES 

Sirn,—You say, in your leading article 
entitled “ Irish for All ” that the compulsory 
use of Irish in the schools ‘‘is essentially 
tyrannical and artificial.”’ Did you ever make 
this charge against the compulsory use of 
English? You go on to argue that teaching 
through Irish, besides being tyrannical, must 
be inefficient. “Few more fantastic plans 
ever can have been conceived,’ you say. Is 
it a scrap more fantastic than teaching 
through English in the Gaeltacht? You never 
denounced that as fantastic; and you were 
right. It was tyranmcal, but it su 

As lately as 1 
heard English were drafted into the national 
schools in the Gaeltacht. Teachers.talked to 
them in English throughout the ther hours, 
and they became good speakers of English in 
a few months, although they heard no Eng- 
lish in theirrhomes. J can cité examples from 
a Gaeltacht parish in which I lived. | Further, 
the English which. was acquired ‘thus, solely 
in schools, was good. Ll remember how an 
English ; professor commented on the admir- 
able English of some school children, sought 
the cause, and found “that it was just. this— 
that the children never heard any but correct, 
scholastic English. 

What was done in the spreadiug of English 
in Treland can be done in the re-spreading of 
Irish. It is not “ fantastic ’’; that is proven. 
There are difficulties, as in the shortage of 
fluent Irish speakers among the teacheit; but 
these are being corrected rapidly.. There are 
hitches, due to bad morale in places; but 
nothing can be achieved smoothly that is 
worth the undertaking Difficulties and de- 
jects pale before the successes. [In every 
county now there are schools which can do 
every subject in Irish, and it is proved every 
year that the patriotic schools (as we might 
expect) are those which excel in all subjects— 
classics,’ mathematics, modern languages, 
science. 

The time is past when the revival of Irish 
seemed an enterprise of fantastic difficulty. 
Its feasibility is prover, and the determination 
of the Irish race to save its most precious 
symbol at all costs is unmistakable. Let us 
have no more then, of “fantasy” or 
“tyrany’’—charges hold water as bad 
as

first of the Hermione lectures, 1036. 
given by Mr. Martin Hardie, C.B.E. at 
Alexandra College, Dublin, on the subject of 
* British Water-colour Ait.” lt was the 
first of a series of four lectures. 

The Archbishop, in introducing the lecturer, 
said that he would hike Mr. Hardie to tell 
them why one man was a water-colour painter 
and not a painter in oil, and why another 


chose to be an ot! painter and not a painter 
in water-colours. 


THE LECTURE 


Mr. Hardie began by saying that some 
years ago his friend, G. K, Chesterton, was 
travelling across England té preside at an 
mnportant function. His train happened to 
stop at an attractive wayside station. Across 
the road he saw a rose-covered ‘ Pig and 
Whistle’ embowered beneath a shady oak, 
and, abseut-mindedily, he alighted. Three 
hours later in London his wife, who arranges 
lis business affairs, received a telegram say- 
ing: “Where am i, and why!” ‘ Now,” 
said Mr. Hardie, ' Where am J, and why?” 
lie made his own reply by saying thar he 
was in a famous University town, in a home 
of the arts and the humanities, to honour 
the memory of Hermione Duchess of Leinster, 
und he hoped that his lectures ov British 
water-colour painting might seem to them a 
not unworthy tribute to a greet benefactress 
of Alexandra College. As regarded the very 
much debated question raised by his Grace, 
he hoped in the course of his lectures in 
some small way to give an answer. 

Proceeding, he said that he proposed to 
ccucentrate on the big seven British water- 
colour paimters—Cozens, lurner, Girtin, Cox, 
Constable, Cotman and De Wint—and show 
them what contribution of thought, subject or 
technique each made to the g’eatness of the 
British School. He asked them to note that 
though Cozens was born in 1752, the other 
six of the big seven were all born in the 
decade 1778-1785. From that fact they would 
see why water colour art rose on the high 
crest of a wave in England during the early 
part of the 19th century. Water colour had 
come to maturitv in England, but the assump- 
tion of its English origin was entirely false, 
The illuminations in the Book of Kells, that 
supreme masterpiece of Celtic illumination, 
now regarded as a product of the 8th or early 
9th century, were painted in water colour 
mixed with gum or gelatine. The peinter of 
the Book of Kells, and all the illuminators of 
medieval manuscripts used colours just as 
they used them to-day, bound together with 
gui or some other such vehicle. 


THE ILLUSTRATIONS 


Illustrating the use of water colour in 
medieval art, the lecturer showed a lantern 
slide of a charming landscape in a religious 
book from the calendar of a 16th century 
Flemish Book of Hours, illuminated by Simon 
Benninck. Water colour was also the method 
employed by the — of miniature 
portraits from the 17th century onwards. He 
showed slides of these exquisite pictures in 
little. in which the British school always 
excelled from the time of Holbein and 
Hiilliard down to Conway in England, 
while in Ireland there were such artists as 
Charles Robertson, John Comerford, and 
Nathaniel Hone, grest-uncle of the landscape 
inter of the same name, who died in 1917.

OPERATIC SCENES IN 
COSTUME 


The Aberdeen Hall of the Gresham Hotel, 
Dublin, was filled to: the performance by 
the Good Companions of operatic scenes in 
costume last night, and many could not gain 
admission. lt was a performance that brought 
the present season of subscriptiun concerts 
to a close in really brilliant fashion, and 
music-lovers of the city are under a lasting 
debt nut only to this fine band of enthusiasts, 
but to Lady Agnes Harty, C.B.E., under 
whuse direction the productions took place. 
One characteristic feature of the Good Com- 
panions is that they are eve: searching for 
new fields for the exploitation of their 
abilities, and it was, therefore,in the natural 
order of things toe find on the programme 
excerpts from operas which vere not only off 
the boaten track, but of outstanding interest, 
Puccini's *‘ Madam Butterfly ’’ being the only 
work with which Dublin. audiences are 
familiar. 

It is doubtful if “Ta Serva Padrona,”’ 
by Pergolesi, was ever befcre heard on a 
Dublin stage. Yet :t is a work that marks 
a definite period in the development of opera. 
Presented in Naples in 1733, it was produced 
in Paris in 1746. but with greater success 
in 1752, and led te a fierce feud bétween 
Lullistes and Bouffonistes. The piece was 
also introduced into England, where it has 
maintained its place down the centuries. The 
opera is for three characters, but only two 
sing, the other, an older servant, providing 
dumb comedy. It is a delightful work, with 
all the wit and sparkle of the Neapolitan 
school, the dialogue between the two voices 
being splendidly carried against an ac- 
companiment, scored for a string band, but 
played last night by two pianos, A marked 
feature was its resemblance to Mozart—it 
might well have been cast in the same mould, 
though Mozart was not born for twenty 
years after Pergolesi's death, Robert Irwin, 
as Uberto. the bachelor employer, sang the 
part beautifully, and Dorothy Griffitn was a 
rare coquette and schemer as the mistress 
turned maid, while P. J Henry fitied in the 
dumb comedy cleverly. 

The next performance was “The Im- 
presario,”’ by Mozart and it was a very 
capital performance that Joseph O'Neill (Im- 
presario), Mabe! Thrift (Mrs. Heartfelt) and 
Renee Flynn (Miss Silvertone) gave of this 
very amusing little comedy with music. The 
“show ' pieces, with their subtle differences 
brought out the qualities of the two soprano 
voices in splendid style whilst the trio, in 
which Mozart with cunning hand throws the 
jealons rivels at each other, end brings in 
the Impresario (tenor) to make peace with a 
fine bit of work, 

Eileen Gunning (Madam Butterfly) and Eva 
Tomsohn (Suzuki) sang well the big duet from 
the Second -Act of Puccini's '“ Madam Butter- 
fiv,”’ and worked up the Flower Duet to a fine 
climax. ) 

The night ended with the presentation of 
three scenes from Verdi's “ Falstaff,” leading 
up to the famous basket incident. It was 
sung and played with admirable anderstand- 
ing by a caste which included Tadeh Forbes 
(Falstaff), Joseph O'Neill (Fenton), Alfred 
Rirch (Ford), Hilda White (Mistress: Ford), 
Kileen Clancy (Anne), Lorna Flynn (Mistress 
Page), Edith Mortier (Dame Quickly), Geof- 
frev Quaile (Dr. Caius), Patrick O'Brien (Bar- 
dolf), and Eoghan Buckley (Pistol). 

The accompaniments were played on two 
pianos by Miss Eileen Buckley and. Mr.

DEATH OF EARL BEATTY 


DISTINGUISHED ADMIRAL’S — 
_ CAREER 


> 


E announce with deep regret that 
W Admiral of the Fleet Ear] Beatty died 

in London this morning. Earl Beatty 
was aged sixty-five. He had been lying 
seriously ill for some wecks. 

The service which Earl Beatty gave to his 
ulable 
as the part played by the Navy itself. As 
ri só oí the First Battle "quadron in 
the early part of the War and, from 1916, as 
Commander-in-Chief, Beatty spent the whole 
period of the War afloat. The problems 
which he was called upon to meet dwarfed 
any that had confronted Naval commanders 
in the past. 
tested in battle. There were a thousand 
decisions which he had to make, which only 
arose in the grim moment of war and could 
not be foreseen by the technicians of peace. 

Sometimes during the critical days it 
seemed that the Navy was failing in its task. 
Beatty faced widespread criticism, yet he 
never lost his indomitable courage and his 
will to victory communicated itself to his 
men. And in the end, on November 21, 1918, 
he stood silently on the a + of his flagship. 
Queen Elizabeth, while the Grand Fleet 
moved out of Rosyth to receive the German 
battleships, cruisers and submarines, sur- 
rendered under the Armistice. It was a fit- 
ting curtain te a drama of years of ceaseless 
vigil, in which Beatty hac played the princi- 
nal part. 


The story of his career is one of achieve- | 


ment by sheer merit. With no outside assist- 
ance of any kind, he rose from the lowest 

ition in the Navy to the highest pinnacle 
it could offer, and, wheo still a young man, 
was called to lead 
aan strugg.e of its history, With his 
rm, square jaw, thick-set form and piercing 
eyes, David tty looked every inch a sailor, 
yet his family possessed no tradition of the 
sea. He came of old Irish stock and was 
born at Stapeley, Nantwich, Cheshire, on 
January 17, 1871. It was by his own wish 
that he adopted the Royal Navy as a career, 
and at the age of 15 he was appointed naval 
cadet after an examination in which he was 
by no means the most successful candidate. 


HIS FIRST FIGHT 


The Nile campaign in 1896 gave Beatty his 
first experience of active service. His oppor- 
tunity came early; for in an action at Hafir 
he took command when his senior officer was 
wounded, For his daring and brilliant leader- 
ship he was awarded the D.8.0., but his first 
fight nearly proved his last. In the height 
of the action a Dervish shell landed in the 
magazine of his ship—and failed to explode! 
With the conclusion of the campaign in 1898, 
Beatty received the rank of Commander, an 
early promotion, which carried him over the 
heads of nearly 400 lieutenants senior to him 
in point of service. 

Within twelve months he was again engaged 
in a fierce campaign. With the outbreak c‘ 
the Boxer rising in 1900, Beatty, who was 
attached to the China Station, formed part 
of the shore force which was landed when 
Pekin was threatened by the insurgents. Ina 
sortie outside Tientsin he was surrounded by 
Chinese, and compelled to retreat under heavy 
fire. Beatty was fully exposed while super- 
intending the operations and was badly 
wounded in the left arm. Five days later, in 
spite of the pain of his wound, Beatty led the 
British detachment of a relief force, which. 
after sharp fighting, reached Admiral 
Seymour, who was beleaguered by the 
Chinese. 

In his dispatch to the Admiralty, Seymour 
commended the young Commander, with the 
result that Beatty was posted three months 
later. This new promotion startled the 
Service. Beatty had been advanced over the 
heads of 219 commanders. At the age of 29, 
and with only 16 years’ service, he joined the 
ranks of men many years his senior, 


FURTHER PROMOTION 


After holding various commands Beatty re- 
turned to England from the Mediterranean 
in 1905. and for a time was on the half-pay 
list. The following year, however, he was 
appointed Naval Adviser to the Army 
Council. In this capacity he assisted Lord 
Haldane in drawing up plans for the trans- 
port of the British Army to France, in the 
event of war with Germany. In 1910, when 
he was thirty-nine, Beatty was promoted to 
the rank of Rear-Admiral. In this position 
he was actually vounger than most of the 
captains in the Fleet, and a special Order 
in Council was needed to regularise his pro- 
motion. Again there was some criticism in 
the Service at the advancement of so young 
an officer, and when, some months later, 
Beatty refused the offer of a vacancy in the 
Atlantic Fleet, it seemed likely that his 
MR career would come to a summary 
end. 

It was at this critical moment in Beatty's 
career that Mr. Winston Churchill recognised 
his genius. Appointe® to the Admiralty 
by Mr. Asquith, Mr. Churchill swept aside 
the service objections to Beatty's further 
promotion, The young Rear-Admiral be- 
came Mr. Churchill's Naval Secretary, and 
was plunged into the work of organising the 
Fleet for war. 

It was again Mr. Churchill's recognition of 
his merit which led to Beatty being placed in 
command of the Battle Cruiser uadron 
when the position became vacant in 1913. 
“I had no doubts whatever in appointing 
him over the heads of all,"’ Mr. Churchill 
wrote, later. On August 4, 1914, Beatty, 
who had been given the acting rank of Vice- 
Admiral, was on the bridge of the battle 
cruiser Lion at her station in the Shetlands, 
when the vital message was received :— 
‘Commence hostilities. against Germany.”’ 


HELIGOLAND BIGHT 


Within three weeks his Battle Cruiser Squad- 
ron was éngaged in a daring raid into the 
Heligoland Bi ht, Beatty reached the Bight 
when Commodores Keyes and Tyrwhitt were 
being hard pressed by a superior German 
force. His battle cruisers changed the situa-

tion, and three German cruisers and one 
destroyer were sent to the bottom without 
the loss of a single British ship. This early 
British victory placed the Germans on the 
defevsive, and gave the Admiralty time to 
develop their plans. The menace of enemy 
mines and submarines was increasing, how- 
ever, and Beatty took the serious step of 
writing direct to Mr. Churchill on the sub- 
ject. He urged the need for the construc 
tion of a sate base where vessels could be 
repaired without imminent danger of attack. 
Shortly afterwards the defences at Cromarty 
were carried out. 

lt was not until early in 1915 that Beatty 
was again at close grips with the enemy, Un 
a previous occasion Admiral Von Huippers 
battle cruisers had escaped after shelling 
East Coast towns, and, as a result, Jellicoe 
had moved Beatty's squadron further south. 
On January 24 Von Hipper made another 
attempt. Beatty waseable to intercept the 
German Fleet at the Dogger Bank. In a 
running fight the German ) 
Blacher was sunk. Von Hipper was making 
desperate efforts to escape, and Jellicoe, 
with the Grand leet, was racing 
from the North, when —* flagship 
Lion was disabled. He could no longer 
take the lead, and his signals were misunder- 
stood. As a result the remainder of the 
squadron turned on the sinking Blucher in- 
stead of pursuing the enemy. Although 
Beatty left his fagibin in order to follow, 
the German squadron escaped, 


BATTLE OF JUTLAND 


In May, 1916, came the Battle of Jutland. 
Early in the afternoon Beatty, with his batie 
cruisers and a squadron of battleships, 
sighted a scouting force of five German battle 
cruisers. In a running fight Beatty’s flag- 
ship, Lion, was struck and partially dis- 
abled. Shortly after the Indefatigable, 
Queen Mary and Invinciiile were sunk by the 
German gunfire. Beatty had lost heavily in 
the initial engagement, but he did not swerve 
in his object of drawing the enemy to the 
north, from which the British fleet under 
Jellicoe was dashing to the scene of battle. 
By the evening the whele German fleet had 
been trapped within the crescent formation 
of the British Fleet. 

Scheer, the German Admiral, escaped by 
brilliant seamanship, and a battle which 
might have infifcted irreparable damage on 
the enemy ended indecisively. The British 
ships had proved more vulnerable to gunfire 
than those of the enemy, and the Germans 
had been allowed to retire once more behind 
the shelter of their minefields. Beatty, with 
the other leaders, did not escape criticism for 
his tactics during the battle, but he has re- 
ceived general recognition for ‘the gallant 
leadership and strategical ability which he 
displayed after the heavy loss suffered by his 
battle cruisers, 

A few months later Admiral Jellicoe became 
First Sea Lord and Beatty, at. the age of 45. 
agg Commander-in-Chief of the Grand 
‘leet. 

The months which followed saw the inten- 
sification of the U-boat menace. The war at 
sea was marked by few spectacular incidents. 
Beatty maintained his ceaseless watch on the 
English coast, and although the enemy 
succeeded in sinking a vast quantity of 
shipping, the shores cf Britain were kept 
inviolate, and the great German Fleet re- 
mained powerless behind its defences. 


ADMIRAL OF THE FLEET 


On April 3, 1919, three days after giving 
up his command, Beatty and Jellicoe were 
both promoted to the rank of Admiral of the 
Fleet. *‘ He had thus obtained the summit of 
all naval ambitior.,”’ comments Commander 
Rawson in his biography. ‘* Few reached the 
rank before they were sixty. Beatty was but 
45—an age when most officers count them- 
selves fortunate to be in the captains’ list. 
Twenty years before he had been an unknown 
lieutenant; within the space of two decades 
h had sprung, in six bounds, from the lowest 
to the highest tatik: He had indeed -out- 
stripped’ Royalty, King George had been as 
flag officer for nine. years five months and 
seven days before he becatme ‘Admiral óf the 
Fleet. Beatty took 34 days less.” 

In August, 1919, Beatty was created an 
Earl, and on the motion of 
Minister, Parliament voted him a grant of 
£100,000.. In the title “Baron Beatty of 
the North Sea ' was fittingly immortalised, 
his years of service and the scene of his 
triumph. He was also. given the coveted 
Order of Merit. 

From 1919 to 1927 Beatty served as, First 
Sea Lord. At the Admiralty he faced new 
problems. ‘In 1921 he was British Nava! dele- 
gate to the Washington. Conference ' A few 
days before his retirement he was created a 
Privy Councillor. 

Earl Beatty’s only entry into “ ‘general 
politics was when he spoke at Peckham in 
support of his son and heit, Viscount Bore- 
dale. who was elected Conservative M.P. for 
Peckham jn 1931. 


LOVE OF THE HUNT 


Much of Earl Beatty’s: retirement was 
spent at his country home—Dingley Hall, 
near Market Harborough—where he was able 
to indulge in his love of hunting which he 
had enjoyed at brief intervals since his early 
hoyhvoa in Ireland, Earl Beatty married 
in 1901 the daughter of the late M:. Mar- 
shall Field, of Chicago. 

In January, 1936, Earl Beatty _ formally 
rtorcd from the active list on reaching the 
eve of 65. He had actually left the Service 
nine years previously when he ceased to Le 
First Sea Lord, after holding that off -e 
for the unprecedented period of nearly «ight 
years but remained on the active .ist as a 
supe; lemerary. 

Earl Beatty had two sons, his heir, Vis- 
count Borddale, and the Hon. Peter Randolph 
Beatty. 


| The death of Earl Beatty necessitates a 
by-election in the Peckham division, which

and zest. Earl Beatty was a Wexford 
man, whose career in the Navy Was one 
of the romances of our times. Alone 
among the British Admirals of the World 
War, he seemed to have that ‘‘ Nelson 
touch’’ which lifted him high above his 
contemporaries. Strangely enough, only 
von Scheer, his most notable opponent, 
could compare with Beatty in this respect, 
although Sir Roger Keyes, who hails from 
Ulster, and was Beatty’s most remarkable 
lieutenant, ran him very close as a sailor 
of dash and vision. There has been much 
controversy both in Great Britain and:in 
Germany concerning the conduct of the 
Battle of Jutland. The late Admiral 
Jellicoe has been blamed for what has 
been regarded as his undue caution by 
some experts, while others have praised 
him for his refusal to expose his great fleet 
to possible annihilation. About Beatty's 
work with the battle crvisers, however, 
there never have been two opinions. 
British and German critics alike have 
heen unanimous in their admiration for 
the brilliant way in which the Irish 
admiral conducted the fight; and there 
can be little doubt that if he had been in 
supreme command on that fateful day a 
very different result might have been 
achieved. Jutland and its mysteries 
belong now to history, and time alone will 
unravel the tangled skein of evidence that 
eventually will determine to whom the 
laurels will be awarded, and to whom the 
blame will be attached. In the mean- 
while, Ireland, Britain and the whole

The exist- 
ing battleships are to be modernised, old 
destroyers and submarines to be replaced, 
and the Fleet Air Arm to be reinforced by 
many new aeroplanes. Four battalions of 
infantry will be added to the strength of 
the Army; the equipment of the entire 
Army will be improved and brought up to. 
date; the coastal defences will be over- 
hauled, and anti-aircraft . defences re- 
organised ; the Territorial Army, which is 
now considerably below establishment, 
will be enlarged by an intensive campaign 
of recruiting, while, its equipment and its 
system of training will be improved. The 
most sweeping changes will be made in the 
strength of the Royal Air Force—which 
may prove to be the most important 
service of all. Its first-line strength will 
be increased.to a total number of 2,110 
machines, of which 360 will be devoted 
to Empire defence, and new provision will 
be made for adequate reserves of ‘men and 
materials.’ There is little value, however, 
in the reisforcement of the fighting 
services if arrangements are not made at 
the same time for the supply of munitions 
and other necessaries in time of war. 
Accordingly, 
that its own armament factories shall be 
expanded in size and increased in number, 
and that certain industries shall be re- 
organised in such a manner that they will 
be able to change over at the briefest 
notice to the production of war materials. 
These latest proposals have given deep 
offence to the Labour members of the 
House of Commons, who see nothing in 
them but swollen dividends for the great 
industrialists, and have unearthed all the 
familiar arguments against the arma- 
ments manufacturers. Doubtless, full 
advantage will be taken of them; but it 
is hard to see how otherwise the British 
Government can be certain of essential 
supplies. 

This huge programme, of course, will go 
far to restore Great Britain’s economic 
prosperity for the time being. It will give 
employment to tens of thousands of men; 
and the munitions industries, one must 
not forget, normally pay the highest rates 
of wages. During the next three years we 
may expect to see a substantial decrease in 
the unemployment figures, and a consider- 
able increase in spending power—which, 
incidentally, may not be without its effect 
on Ireland. ‘‘ Booms

There is grave danger that 
when the programme is completed at the 
end of three years the result will be the 
sudden disemployment of the same tens of 
thousands of men, and a state of economic 
distress which will be worse than the exist- 
ing state. Presumably, Mr. Baldwin’s 
Government has taken this prospect into 
account, and has consoled itself with the 
reflection that, after all, a new Govern- 
ment may be in power at the end of three 
years, and will have to bear the people’s 
inevitable reproaches. By this time, in 
any case, a world war may have begun, 
and there will be no fear of any decline 
in the unemployment figures. It is a 
tragic commentary on the present condition 
of the world that the Government of the 
most powerful nation should be unable to 
make plans for even so short a time as 
three years ahead; but this huge pro- 
gramme of rearmament, with the distress 
which almost inevitably must follow it, 
has been rendered a necessity. We do not 
doubt that Mr, Baldwin and his Ministers 
would be glad if they could dispense with 
it. Unhappily, they cannot dare; for the 
alternative easily might be the country’s 
disappearance as a first-class Power. We 
fear that, from the moment when the 
House of Commons ratifies the Govern- 
ment’s plans, an end will have been put to 
all hopes of international disarmament. 
Britain was the only great nation that 
made a sincere effort to reduce her forces, 
and, now that she has abandoned the 
effort, there is little chance that any other 
Power will set the 
example. 


world a fresh 
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Folk Lore 


Many fields of cultural research in Ire- 
land have been fairly well explored 
already, but there still remains one 
dificult and important field to cover—the 
field of oral tradition. The task is hard 
because the material itself is so elusive. 
Old manuscripts can be discovered and 
edited by the scholars, and archzologicual 
remains can be acquired for the museums, 
but a collection of national folk-lore is a 
collection of something which never has 
had any material form at all. From the 
dawn of history these tales and legends 
have been passed down through the 
generations by word of mouth alone, and 


it is only by chance that a few of them 
have been committed to writing. More- 
over, as time goes on, they tend to lose 
something of their strong vitality. The 
reading of books usurps the place which 
was held by the spoken word, so that the 
folk-stories begin to disappear. Mr. 
Delargy, tne Director of the Irish Folk- 
Lore Commission, stressed the importance 
of this type of research in his address to 
the Historical Society at University 
College last night, and its importance 1s 
clear enough. The collection of the Irish 
folk-stories is more than a scholarly 
pastime or a sentimental digging-up of the 
past. In the literary field they have exerted 
an influence which is felt even at the 
present day, and at the beginning of this. 
century they probably did more to mould 
the Irish dramatic revival than did any 
other single force. To the philologist and 

the student of the Gaelic language they. 
can be of great use, and the historian, 
though he. may not find reliable facts in. 
them, will find plenty of material in their. 


i suggestions. As Mr. Delargy pointed out 


last night, study and comparison of the ho 
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ir';ual and material outlook of the Irish 
past centuries, and form a link 

with the past which nobody will wish to 
see broken. This country seems to be 
peculiarly rich ‘in’ such material.

These men and womeh, who are 
closely in touch with the life of their own 
districts, might well be able to rescue the 
old Irish folk-tales from oblivion when 
an army of scientific experts would fail. 


Speaking with Hands 


In the early days of travel one took the 
language difficulty in what remained of 
one’s stride after the lengthy and 
dangerous journey. LEither the traveller 
delivered what he had to say in a voice 
that would be employed better on parade, 
or else he spoke fluently, and not so 
raucously, in the tongue of the nation he 
was visiting. The first type, admittedly, 
suffered a certain amount of inconvenience 
through the malicious inability of the 
natives to understand good, plain, loud 
English ; but its representatives endured 
the inconvenience because they had come 


any case, were queer.

One could tolerate the 
irritation. of the natives’ stupidity when 
one was called upon to make the effort, 
perhaps, once in fiye years, but, when the 
adventure became an annual one, the 
stupidity with it became too 
much of a good thing. Suggestions for 
an international language poured in; 
and the English plumped for English, the 
Turks for Turkish,

the Hungarians for 
Hungarian, and a select group, which 
stayed too select, invented Esperanto. 
All have proved to be unsatisfactory, and 
the world, therefore, must await with 
interest the development of Sir Richard 
Paget’s plan for a universal sign lan- 
guage, which he propounded at the Little 
Theatre, Adelphi, a few days ago. In 
that a large number of significant gestures 
already are in universal acceptance, the 
future of the scheme seems bright.

ORANGES FROM SPAIN 


NEW QUOTA ORDER 


An Order, entitled Control of Imports 
(Quota No. 17, Third Period, Additional 
Quota) Order, 1936, was made by the 
Executive Council vesterday, under the 
Control of Imports Act, 1934. The effect of 
this Order, which relates to oranges, is to 
appoint an additional quota of 20,000 ewts. 
of oranges for the Third Quota Period (1st 
December, 1935, to 3lst May, 1936). Of 
this additional quota 17,500 cwts. have 
been appointed as a special quota in 
favour of Spain, and, on importation, this 
quantity must be shown to the satisfaction 
of the Revenue Commissioners to have 
been produced in Spain and consigned to 
the importer from that country.

“Only three days ago Germany re- 
pudiated the Treaty by sending thirty 
battalions of infantry and artillery units 
into the demilitarised zone.

HITLER INTERVIEW 


Reference was made to the interview in 
the Paris Midi, and M. Sarraut stated 
that discussions were at once opened with 
Herr Hitler, with the sequel that was well 
known.

VER the huge rugged spaces of 
Abyssinia Italian and Abyssinian 
troops’ are ain moving towards each 
other, says a Rome message. The result, 
in the opinion of Italians, will be a 
decisive victory of the campaign. 
Telegrams from Asmara state that the 
Emperor is moving northward at the head 
of the Imperial Guard. The Italian 
troops are moving south from Amba Alagi 
towards Dessie. Road-building, organisa- 
tion of supplies, and provision of stores 
are all in progress for effective movement. 
The First and Third Army Corps in 
the eastern sector of the line are moving 
south with. as immediate objective the 
Lake Ashangi zone, Fenora, and, beyond 
them, Dessie and Socota, The other three 
army corps along the Takkaze River are 
pressing southwards into a region which 
is of great strategic importance for the 
Abyssinians. 


FORDS OCCUPIED 

All the fords of the Takkaze are occu- 
pied by Italian troops. The positions on 
the heights overlooking the river are 
strongly held with machine-guns and 
observation posts. Many village chieftains 
are reported to be coming in to the Italian 
command to make act of submission and 
announce that their tribes are awaiting 
the arrival of the Italians, 

While Marshal Badoglio’s war com- 
muniqué yesterday stated that ‘‘ there is 
nothing to report on the Eritrean and 
Somaliland fronts,’’ the Press Association 
Correspondent with the Italian northern 
army wires that the land and air offensives 
continue along the whole front. 

The advance on all sectors is keeping 
pace with the mopping up operations and 
road-building. The high command intends 
to push the war to a finish, and believes 
that only the army under the personal 
command of the Negus is now able to put 
up any real resistance to their advance. 


RAID ALARM 

The Press Association Correspondent at 
Addis Ababa telegraphs that there was 
an air raid alarm in Addis Ababa yester- 
day, but no bombing is reported. Twenty 
women are said to have been killed, and 
many other casualties caused by an air 
raid yesterday morning on Erga Alem, 
capital of Sidamo Province. Italian 
‘planes reconnoitred for long periods over 
Godjam Province, and bombs were dropped 


on Dankaz.

In a leading article The Times remarks 
to-day :—A year ago Parliament was, for 
the first time, offered an opportunity of 
discussing the problem of defence as a 
whole, instead of in the watertight com- 
partments formed by the debates. on the 
three separate Service Estimates. The 
opportunity was forfeited, because the de- 
bate became diverted on to political issues. 
This year the same thing has happened, if 
not so completely, though a number of re- 
markable speeches, such as that which Mr. 
Churchill delivered. yesterday, were some 
compensation for the loss. The broad 
technical problems which underlie any 
system of security were obscured by the 
shadow of foreign policy and its related 
considerations. 

It is true that “ defence depends on 
foreign policy,” as the leader of the 
Opposition remarked last May, and 
the Prime Minister agreed on Mon- 
day. There was further truth in the 
Prime Minister’s qualificati-n that it is 
not “only our foreign policy that 
matters,” and that the definition must be 
extended to embrace ihe “ foreign policies 
of all the other great Powers.’’ But even 
this is not the whole truth. Tor if we 
exclude a policy of non-resistance,. any 
security will depend on our judgment of 
technical factors as well as political 
factors. . Foreign policy modifies and 
clarifies the problems of defence. It docs 
not alter their nature. 

To give a simple example: H all 
nations were to combine with the whole of 
their forces to take action against a single 
aggressor, it would be unavailing if that 
solitary country found a technical means 
of cancelling out all their weapons. The 
actual situation is not likely to be so 
simple, but it is important not to over- 
look the military elements in the pursuit 
of political ideals. The value of our con- 
tribution to collective security depends on 
the effectiveness of our own security 
within that system, and this depends on a 
sound technical estimate. A country that 
does not contribute its share is an in- 
effectwe partner. 

There is much that the Government 
could usefully explain as an aid to public 
confidence, adds The Times. In order to 
play our part in a system of collective 
security we have to be sure of our means 
of endurance, which depends at bottom 
on security of supplies. Food is the 
primary need, then raw materials. The 
public, which remembers the narrowness 
of our escape from the submarine danger, 
is aware that such a threat may be re- 
peated in new and multiple forms. It 
wants some inkling of how the Govern- 
ment see a solution of this problem. It 
wants to be reassured that the Govern- 
ment have taken fyll account of the 
possibilities of interception in relation to 


the geographical situation and to the 
technical means.

Maguirey and Dr. Buckley advised his 
removal to Tralee Hospital, but it is said 
that he declined to go. Yesterday evening, 
however, he was taken to hospital by motor 
car, accompanied by his brother Robert, 
a licensed trader in Listowel. It was sug- 
gested that he was suffering from pneu- 
monia, 

The Danaher family lived together at 
Ahane, and were unmarried. ‘Two other 
brothers—John and Robert—reside at 
a Ahane and Listowel respectively.

Rioting has flared up in Granada to-day, 
where fighting is taking place on the roots 
of fashionable houses. The situation is 
serious, and the whole town is controlled 
by the military. 

Mobs have swept through the town 
burning and pillaging buildings, among 
which is a café owned by the Catholic 
Party chief. The headquarters of the 
Catholic Party and the Fascist Party and 
of the Catholic Workers’ Federation also 
r. | have been burned. 

: The San Anton factory, a large chocolate 
ie | Concern, was set on fire, as it belongs to 
ie | one of the leaders of the Catholic Party. 

The police seem incapable of dealing 

with the demonstrators, and are inclined 
to take the part of the rioters. Reinforce- 
ments of police have been sent from Jerez 
and Malaga. 
Fascists and gentry have had to take 
refuge in their houses, and there to pro- 
tect themselves with guns. ‘Twenty 
casualties are reported, and a number of 
arrests have been made. 

Two Socialists are reported to have been 
killed by Fascists im one of the main 
streets of Madrid this evening. Members 
of the Left are threatening reprisals, and 
the situation may become serious. 

Some Socialists were holding a meeting 
in a club, when Fascists fired on them 
from a passing taxi..

N increase of ls. 4d, in the £ in the 
City of Dublin rates for 1936-7 is 
foreshadowed as the outcome of the 
deliberations of the Corporation Finance 
Committee, over which Mr. Martin 
O’Sullivan presided on Monday night. 
The Committee had before them the 
estimates of expenditure for the year 
1936-7, as prepared by the City Manager, 
but were unable after prolonged considera- 
tion of the figures to suggest more than 
a reduction of about £700 or £800. 


THE ADDED AREAS 


The new rate would have been another 
4d. in the £ higher but for the fact that 
the added .areas of Rathmines and Pem- 
broke will for the first time since their 
inclusion in. the City of Dublin. have to 
bear the full city rate. Under the Act 
extending the City of Dublin over these 
suburbs it was provided that they should 
be exempt from the full burden for a 
period of five years. That term will come 
to an end in April, 1936, and for the 
future the Rathmines and Pembroke resi- 
dents will have to meet a full share with 
the residents of the old city area. 

[In the forthcoming financial year Rath- 
mines and Pembroke will come to the 
old city’s relief to the extent of this 4d. 
in the £. With both areas as part of the 
city a penny in the £ produces about

SHILLING INCREASE 
POSSIBLE 


In 1934-'35 the poundage required to 
meet the city’s expenditure was 16s. 5d. 
This year, 1935-'36, 15s. 85d. in the £ was 
levied. In the next financial year, end- 
ing March ólst, 1937, the city. rates will 
be over 17s. in the £, if the present esti- 
mated expenditure stands, 

The Corporation Finance Committee's 
reference to the City Council of esti- 
mates involving an increase of 1s. 4d. in 
the £ is not the last word, but, as the 
Committee were unable to suggest any 
substantial reduction in the City 
Manager’s estimate of expenditure for 
19356-’57, the probability of the threatened 
increase being substantially reduced is 
not a strong one, though in some quarters 
there is hope entertained that the increase 
may not finally exceed Is. in the &. 


OUTSIDE BODIES’ DEMANDS 

When the details of the estimates of 
expenditure for 1956-’37 are available it 
will be seen that the main increases will 
be found under the heads of Board of 
Assistance demands, Grangegorman 
Mental Hospital and the Public Lib- 
raries requirements. In the Finance and 
General Purposes Account it is shown that 
expenditure at the close of this financial 
year will be about £650,943, whereas the 
estimate for 1936-7 is put at £757,357. 
The Dublin Board of Assistance account 
will probably close at £234,340, while the 
estimate for 1936-7 is £315,800. Un- 
employment Assistance for 1935-6 will 
amount to £142,014, and the estimate of 
the next financial year’s demand is 
£146,263. 

Public Libraries expenditure for 1936-7 
is estimated at £29,762 as compared with 
£21,256, which, it is estimated, will be 
spent in the current financial year. The 
Paving Committee's accounts, which are 
not expected to exceed £101,000 for 1935-6, 
are estimated at £136,407 tor next 
financial year. There is also an estimated 
increase of about £14,000 on Cleansing 
Department account, and about £10,000 
on sewers and main drainage account at 
the sum of £126,740. 


BETTER LIGHTING 

A point that will be shown when the 
estimates for 1936-7 are issued is that the 
increases mainly occur in accounts of 
financial demands, over which neither the 
members of the Corporation nor the City 
Manager have control. It has been urged 
on behalf of the Dublin Corporation that 
Government Unemployment Assistance 
is inadequate and that through the Board 
of Assistance additional unemployment 
benefits have to be provided in the cases 
of large families and of severe hardship. 

A bright spot in the increased estimates 
is that an increase of ld. or 2d. in the £ 
for improved public lighting is to be pro- 
vided in parts of the city and in the resi- 
dential areas of. Ballsbridge, Pembroke 
and Rathmines.

The memorandum contains also 
a number of statements by independent and 
reliable witnesses of the repeated misuse of 
the Red Cross emblem, which Abyssinians 
have transformed into a defensive and offen- 
give military arm. 

The evidence attached to the Italian Note 
includes the following statement by the well- 
known writer and. journalist, Mr. . Evelyn 
Waugh, dated January 28th ult. :— 

‘I was in Abyssinia from August the 20th 
until December. 9th, 1935, acting as special 
correspondent for the Daily Aflail. Move- 
ments of correspondents were rigidly re- 
stricted, and I am only able to speak from 
personal experience of. conditions in Addis 
Ababa, Harrar province and Wallo province. 

‘‘In Addis Ababa I saw no abuse of the 
Red Cross sign, and I believe that its cor- 
rect use is scrupulously observed. This is 
not true of the provinces. I was in Harrar 
at the end of October. There were two old- 
established mission hospitals in the town— 
French and Swedish—but no Red Cross 
ambulance unit. Certainly four—I think, 
but am not prepared to swear to more— 
Government buildings bore the Red Cross. 
These were the Royal Palace (ghebbi), the 
Treasury, the Law Courts, and an iron build- 
ing attached to the headquarters of the 
Belgian military mission. There was also a 
Red Cross painted on the roof of the wireless 
station (old ghebbi), which had been lightly 
washed over. It would have been visible, I 
think, from the air, and in any case could 
have been scrubbed clear in a very short 
time. I- was refused admission to all these 
buildings; inquiries made through my inter- 
preter of the guards and citizens of the 
town revealed that none of the buildings 
mentioned above housed doctors, nurses or 
ambulance personnel, or contained any serious 
medical preparations The house at the 
Belgian barracks was said to contain money 
subscribed for the Red Cross Fund. 

“I was at Dessye'tt the end of November, 
There were two properly constituted hospitals 
there: a French mission outside the town, 
winch was untouched in the subsequent 
bombardment, and the Adventist Mission, 
but at the extremity of the town, where a 
ward was destroyed by fire. This lay next to 
the former Italian Consulate, where a detach- 
ment of the Imperial Guards was stationed, 
with*two pieces of artillery and some anti- 
aircraft machine-guns mounted on lorries. 
A third building in the city flew the Red 
Cross; this was the Governor's private resi- 
dence (not the Crown Prince’s ghebbi). Two 
anti-aircraft guns were mounted on the 
verandah. An Irish transport officer quartered 
in this house, working for the Red Cross, 
protested about the presence of these guns, 
and there was some talk of moving them. 
Whether it had been done before the attack 
on December 6th, [ cannot say. 

““On November 28th, at Deassye, I wit- 
nessed a review of troops leaving for the 
Northern front. This included a native 
ambulance unit of which every man wore a 
ted Cross brassard on the arm and carried 
a brand-new rifle. 

“It may be noted that the Abyssinians 
have always regarded the Red Cross with 
great-familiarity; it is the sign of brothels 
throizhout the country; it is used as. a 
charm on saddle-cloths (I have seen photo- 
graphs in the European papers of military 
mules bearing this red cross described as 
ambulance transport) ; it is used on all phar- 
macies and chemist shops. Thus it is natural 
that it should have no sanctity in the 
Abyssinian mind.

CITY MANAGER’S SERIOUS 
REPORT 
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Frou Over ConnrspPoNspExfa 
CORK, Tuesday. 


At to-nicht’s meeting of the General 
Purposes Committee of the Cork Corpora- 
tion the Lord Mayor (Alderman S. 
French) presiding, the City Manager (Mr. 
P. Monohan) reported that notico had 
been received from the Irish Transport 
and .Warkers’ Union of their intention to 
withdraw their members from the employ- 
ment of the Corporation on the 20th inst. 
by reason of his refusal to accede to their 
claim ‘for an increase of ten shillings per 
week. 

It would be impossible, the report 
stated, to pay any increase without in- 
creasing the rates or alternately reducing 
considerably. the amount of employment 
given by the Corporation. 

The report added that the condc:tions 
and wages of Corporation workmen were, 
to the best of the City Manager's 
knowledge, better than those enjoyed by 
the average workmen of the city. In those 
circumstances he requested the support of 
the Corporation in resisting the most un- 
reasonable demands. 

A discussion followed, in the course of 
which?the City Manager said that their 
wages bill was around £60,000 per annum, 
and the present wage rate was 54s. weekly 
to ordinary labourers. A general increase 
of ten shillings would cost approximately 
£10,000. per annum. 

It was finally decided to refer the 
matter to a sub-committee of the six 
Aldermen. 

The City Manager said that if the worst 
came to the worst they would have to 
issue notices in good time to those whose 
businesses would be seriously obstructed.

BANNED NOVELS

November 6, 1955, to grant a permit to a 
citizen to import one copy of a novel the 
circulation of which had been prohibited in 
the Free State, but which was published in 
full in serial form, subsequent to the ME ús 
tion, in a newspaper circulating in the Free 
State; further, whether a permit dated 
December 5, 1935, was issued to another 
citizen to import six copies of another pro- 
hibited novel for free distribution in the 
Free State, and, if so, whether he will state 
the reasons for discrimination in the treat- 
ment of the two citizens.

Several remissions of taxation are expected 
in the forthcoming Budget, which will be 
presented in the Northern Parliament after 
the British Chancellor has announced his 
Budget proposals at Westminster. 

The teachers in Northern elementary schools 
are pressing for a complete restoration of 
salary “ cuts,” jn view of the fact that salary 
“cuis ’* have been restored in Great Britain, 

Motor interests also have put forward a 
claim for a reduction of the horse-power tax 
on motor cars. 

A resolution on this subject Las been sent 
to the Minister of Finance (the Right Hon. 
H. My, rPollock) by -the Belfast OGhamber of 
Commerce, which declares that ‘ it considers 
that it is anomalous that Ulster motor owners 
should bé obliged to pay 17s. 6d. per horse- 
power as against 15s. in England, and 10s. 
per annum driving jicence as against 5s. in 
sngland.'' 

The Chamber of Commerce also calls for 
the abolition of the 10s. deduction from re- 
funds on the unexpired portions of sur- 
rendered Road Fund licences, as similar de- 
ductions have been cancelled in Great Britain.

UNEMPLOYMENT 


HOW GERMANY SET 
TO WORK 


- 


ERR HITLER wanted a constructive 
H peace, so that normal international 

trade activities might return in the 
interests of everyone, said the German 
Chargé d’Affaires (Dr. Koester), speakin 
on: “ Relief of Unemployment in Germany 
at a luncheon of the Irish Chamber for 
international Trade, given in the Metropole 
Restaurant, Dublin, yesterday. “At the con- 
clusion of the luncheon the Chairman said 
that Dr, Koester’s paper would be printed by 
the Chamber. 

The President (Mr. N. P. McEvoy) pre- 
sided. 

Dr. Koester thanked the President and 
the members for their very kind welcome. 
He was convinced that he was right if 
saying that one of the great aims of Herr 
Hitler’s life was to do away with unemploy- 
ment, Hitler intended most earnestly. to 
make good his promise, and the leitmotiv 
of German finance and economic policy was 
work for the unemployed. In the winter of. 
1932 to 1933 there had been over six millions 
unemployed, and at the end of August, 1935, 
there had been not more than one million: 
seven hundred thousand. Of course, there, 
had been a seasonal rising of the curve 
during the present winter, in which the 
number again had exceeded the. two million 
mark, but the highest number reached had 
been about 500,000 lower than in the winter’ 
before, 


THE SCHEMES 


Dealing with the methods which had been 
employed to give this result Dr. Koester said 
that the first step taken was the bill of June 
1, 1933, whereby about £82,900,000 were set 
aside for the restoration and improvement of 
public buildings, the creation of settlements 
in .e immediate vicinity of towns and out in the 
country, and for regulating rivers, and for 
other projects of public interest and value. 
Ther in the same month was begun perhaps 
one of the greatest pieces of individual werk 
which had ever been started by any State. 
The German Railway Company was authorised 
to build a net-work of absolutely perfect 
motor roads.to cover the whole of the 
country. 

He could not go fully into the problem of 
the controlling and transplanting of the 
population, but could say that a considerable 
number of young men up to 25 years of age 
who used to work in towns had now settled 
as farm labourers or in similar vocations. 

They would understand that in order to 
carry out all their measures against unem- 
ployment the Government wanted money, 
and still more money.

Here the fox was viewed just 
in front of hounds, and, as itowas undoubtedly 
a vixen, they were stopped. Gracefield Wood, 
drawn by permission of the Carlow Hunt, 
was blank, but a fox was found in Clonlan’s 
furze, just across the road. He went away 
as if for Kelly’s Glen, but turned left-handed 
before reaching the Castlecomer road, and 
ran into Gracetield where he was eventually 
marked to ground. 

The scrub at Mullaghmore Colliery held a 
fox, who broke in the direction of Conlah’s 
furze, but soon inclined to the left, and, 
leaving Gracefield on his right, pointed 
straight for Corbally. Bearing left-handed 
after crossing Inch Glen, he went on in the 
direction of Kilbride’s, then turned up the 
hill and made his way back past Mullaghmore 
to ground in a shore at Aughmacfir. Time, 
one hour and ten minutes over a good line.

The meet was at Hollyfort on Tuesday of 
last week. We found in Kilmichel, and 
ran fast to Ballygarrett; then right out of 
the day’s draw through Poole’s bog, hounds 
marking to ground towards Craan.

managed to squeeze into one of the earths 
in Ballinastraw, though they had been well 
stopped. A nice hunt of half au hour. We 
next found in Nolan’s gorse, and ran towards 
Ballycoursey ; then right-handed to Kilcvtty, 
and on through Clonmore and Middletown, 
and hack by Ballybeg to ground in some 
badger earths in ileotty. There were 
numerous short checks, but towards the end 
hounds were travelling very fast, so it looked 
as if onr fox was not far ahead of them 
when he got to ground in badger earths 
which he had previously passed by. Time— 
45 minutes. The fences in this part of the 
country are grand, but the going is not all 
that could be desired, the land being boggy 
in parts. 

The meet at the Fir Tree on the following 
day was disappoiuting. Finding in Kilbora 
Wood we ran to Crowley's brow, where, un- 
fortunately, the fox got into soine old, un- 
stopped badger earths. A bad fox in Sin- 
nott’s gorse had to be left there. We next 
found in Butcher's knock and hunted back 
through Sinnott’s, then right-handed towards 
Crowley's brow, but sn we to the right 
we ran nearly to Moneydurtlow before we 
came back through Butcher's knock and to 
ground in Oldtown.

Excellent sport was provided last week by 
these hounds.

After a short delay hounds 
pushed into the open, and, going up the hill 
over the first few fences of the point-to-point 
course, we left Killinane on the left, crossed 
the Johnsbridge road, and ran through High- 
fort. Hounds were now racing away two 
fields in front, and swinging right-handed 
towards Ballygrady crossed the Lackeel Glen 
and on towards Ardaprior. We left the latter 
a field on our right, and near Lisgriffin Chapel 
hounds failed to own the line after a very cold 
shower had fallen. This was an excellent 
hunt of one hour and ten minutes—a five-mile 
point, and many more as hounds ran. 

The meet on Friday was at Ballyglass, from 
where we had a capital day’s sport. Finding 
in Gurrane hounds ran by Smyrna towards 
Ahadillane, and into a small patch of gorse;

Yesterday afternoon the two Trinity crews 
were out at Islandbridge, in very calm con- 
ditions, and consequently there was every 
prospect of a good outing for each crew.

Throughout the 
row they kept their bout steady, though 
their rate of striking was not as high as 
might be expected fer a short distance. 
Gillespie took the crew off at 56 in the first 
minute; then settled down to 4% steady ól 
until the last minute, and then finished at 
36 in the last minute. 

The First Eight were out at 5.4%, with 
Mr. Horan for the first trip; Mr. Dermot 
Gogarty was waiting to take over the coach- 
ing for the second trip. The Eight rowed 
from the Big Bend home. The row was a 
vast improvement to any attempted last 
week; but they did not reach a really racing 
pitch until the last minute, .

LANGUAGE BONUS SCHEME

It was stated yesterday that under the 
bonus scheme, by which bonuses are awarded 
to children in the Gaeltacht in whose homes 
Irish is the ordinary language in use, the 
bonus was awarded to 10,182 children for the 
school vear 1934-5, The largest number was 
in Donegal, where 3,371 children partici- 
pated, and the smallest was in Meath, where 
the number was 22. These were in the 
colony recently transferred from Connemara. 
The bonus is £2 for each child in the family.

Randolph Warrender, a young man with 
plenty of brains and energy, but no job, de- 
cides that work is really quite easy to obtain 
if only one goes about it in the right way. 
Accordingly, he strolls into the Chairman's 
office of the London and Metropolitan Bank 
and installs himself there as assistant m spit 
of the horrified protests of young Launcelot 
Fitch. whose friendship fo Warrender con- 
flicts strongly with his sense of duty 
minor official. Warrender, however, Is quite 
unmoved, and has no difficulty in proving his 
theory that a cuckoo can very often make his 
way unobserved into a nest. To those who 
are inclined to questicn his presence In the 
office, he replies easily that he has been trans- 
ferred from one of the other innumerable de- 
partments, and very soon everybody—includ- 
ing the Chairman—accepts him without com- 
ment. As for work, he relies on the well- 
known tendency of business-men to sign their 
letters without looking too closely at the text, 
and thus starts a correspondence about a 
non-existent scheme for an industrial loan. 
After a few days it is discovered that nobody 
seems to know much about the scheme except 
Mr. Warrender, and by common.consent he 1s 
allowed to pilot it to a successful conclusion, 

The first objection which will occur to the 
materialist, of course, is that Mr. Warrender 
may have obtained a job, but he certainly 
cannot have obtained a salary, and the 
dramatist has found a rather unconvincing 
way out of the difficulty by allowing him to 
live on cocktails and free lunches. In other 
respects, however, the comedy is water-tight 
and it is quite effective. It is a good humoured 
satire on business methods and the smaller 
human vanities, and the slightly fantastic 
theme has been explored with great ingenuity.

IRISH HISTORY 


The present age was one oí change, and 
they owed it to the future to preserve the 
memory of the past. The need in Ireland of 
the immediate collection and subseguent, study 
in fields oí folk-culture, oral tradition, and 
social history was a pressing one, said Mr. J, 
Delargy, M.A., director of the Folk-lore Com- 
mission, in an address on “.An Untapped 
Source of Irish History,” at the ‘inaugural 
meeting last night of the Historical Society 
of University College, Dublin. 

Dr. D. J. Cofiey, president. of the college, 
presided. | 

Mr. Delargy said that although, if Irish 
historical studies, manuscript and printed 
sources had been to an extent exploited and 
the results of archeological investigation 
utilised there was still a source available if 
the student—especially for the student of 
social and economic history. That source was 
oral tradition, the spiritual and material 
culture of the Irish country-folk. These tales, 
songs and traditions were the State papers of 
of the people, a source to which ‘not only 
the historian, but the literary craftsman, the 
philologist, the student of the Irish language, 
the artist, and the poet might resort with 
profit. 

Many of .the folk-tales now told around 
Irish fireside came from India im the Middle 
Ages, brought home by pilgrims, traders, and 
monks. There were strata, too, of the ‘‘matter 
of France *’ and the ' matter of Rome.” As 
regards traces of Irish influence on Continental 
oral tradition it would be difficult to give a 
complete answer for many vears to come. Bet 
even now it was possible to claim an Irish 
or Celtic origin for many tales. 

Particular interest, he said, was being 
taken by scholars on the Continént and in 
America in the work of the newlvy-established 
Irish Folk-lore Commission, which had been 
set up to meet this need, and he had no 
doubt that the enlightened and far-seeing 
attitude of the Government would result in 
similar encouragement elsewhere. The scope 
of the Irish Folk-lore Commission’s work 
embraced evervthing of a traditional character 
which could throw light on the social and 
cultural life of the Irish people of past times,
